Soviet Premier Khrushchev's frequent anim­ 
adversions on the U.S. Presidential election a»-e 
beginning to arouse serious concern in both 
major parties as well as in non-political circles. 
Even before his transparent postponement of a 
summit conference for six or eight months—or 
until after the November balloting—Khrushchev 
had been franker than diplomacy recommends 
in his opinions of U S. policies and individuals, 
notably in his dislike of doing business with 
the late Secretary of State Dulles. 
But his remarks since the abortive Paris 
Summit have come, in the opinion of Secretary 
of State Herter. “about as close to interference 
in the internal affairs of a country'’ as anything 
the Secretary could describe. These began with 
the explosive news conference of May 18 
Then in a cablegram. May 31. to four lead­ 
ing Democrats, including Sen. Lyndon B. John­ 
son. Khrushchev asserted that “broad sections 
of the American public” and “many prominent 
political figures” were seriously concerned by 
the foreign policy of the administration. 
On 
June 4. in the midst of a long tirade against 
President Eisenhower. Khrushchev twice ridi­ 
culed Vice President Nixon as a candidate for 
President. 
The Soviet Premier was back at his old 
strategy on June 2\, when he addressed a 
Rumanian Communist Party congress in Buchar­ 
est. He said the Soviet Union was looking to 
the American people to elect a President who 
would correct the mistakes of the Eisenhower 
administration. 
Adlai E. Stevenson has suggested that both 
parties’ 
candidates 
for 
President 
agree 
in 
advance to keep Khrushchev out of the cam­ 
paign. Democrats in particular have an almost 
traumatic desire to keep Mr. K out of the debate, 
for Democratic candidates were hurt in 1952 
and 1956 by charges of being “soft on Com­ 
munism.” 
And yet. one wonders how any question. 
no matter how irrelevant or even ridiculous, can 
be kept out of a campaign once somebody has 
labeled it as an "issue.”

It is not too often that a novel excites me Usually. 
if it is a good story, w ell-w ritten, one can find som e 
interest or stim ulation. 
Life itself is usually m ore 
in cresting than the best novels. 
It is som etim es fas­ 
cinating to watch three or four lives move across the 
b 
cen of existence, each one schem ing and plotting 
to iK) particular purpose, to achieve no notable end 
ex opt to enrich a law yer or an undertaker 
Almost 
anyone’* life can produce a novel, an episode 
Few 
lives are worth the effort involved in w riting about 
them . 
However. Constantine FitzGibbon. of whom I had 
not heard before, has w ritten “ When the Kissing Had 
to Stop.” which Is different. 
It is som ething of the 
o rd er of B ellam y’s “ Looking B ackw ard'’ but m ore 
interesting and m ore m ature 
FitzGibbon had m ore 
to look back upon, nam ely the conquest of G reat 
B ritain by Soviet R ussia—a conquest achieved without 
firing a shot 
It was soft, pudgy Englishm en and 
sentim ental Irishm en who m ade it passible. FitzGibbon 
had som e 15 countries to study to establish for him 
how the job could be done in G reat B ritain. His plot­ 
ting is perfect 
Ail tho** who serve Russia'* purpose are in the 
end politically liquidated and what remains for 
them is the memory of errant lives and betrayal. 
At no point, however, is FitzGlbbon preachy or 
doctrinaire. He is not instructing the reader. 
He 
tells his story; he paints his portraits; he moves 
his characters across their chosen stages. He does 
not write their obituaries; they do that for them ­ 
selves. 
As one reads th * book, he m ust ask him self how 
m en can be ao stupid—how can good men he so stupid 
—but reality is that m any com petent and successful 
m en are extraordinarily stupid when they a re touched 
by sentim entality or prejudice. 
How m any m en who 
h ave acquired m illions of dollar* have brains enough 
to do anything worth while with their money while 
alive or provide sensibly for it* distribution a f'e r 
d eath ? 
The usual pattern us for the rich m an to 
becom e sentim ental over *ome!hing. kith or kin. or 
an institution for the preservation of red cats. 
All 
th a t is necessary is to find a willing executor of the 
esta te and a conniving law yer — both of whom will 
becom e rich out of the deal, The slave to m oney dies 
and that is the end of the tale 
So it is with m any of FitzG ibbon’* character* who, 
having accum ulated a num ber of ideas, lack the philo­ 
sophic and historical background to safeguard them ­ 
selves from jum ping off into the abyss of half-baked 
sentim ents. G reat B ritain is conquered because noble 
spirits, liberal m inds, a re opposed to the use by their 
country of bombs and m issiles. They insist th at their 
friends, the A m ericans, leave their country and they 
tu rn to their enem ies, the R ussians, who operate not 
through troops but through a political party, 
the 
C om m unist P arty. 


Rut none of this would have happened were it 
mn that the sturdy morality of middle-class Eng­ 
land had been destroyed by poM-World War ll 
sophistication. 
FitzGibbon does not discuss this, 
because he is not a polemist; he is a story-teller. 
Rut he paints portraits that are almost identifiable 
in dozens of personalities. One of his noblest char­ 
acters. the most British personality in his galaxy, 
is a British hanker who is simultaneously a Jew 
and a Roman Catholic and who continues to the 
end to fight the Communists from the hills of 
Wales. He is the last idealist. 


This novel is worth m ore than billions of words 
of argum ents, debates and polem ics. 
It tells a story 
com pletely as though it had happened and its author 
had been a witness. 
It tells it as an intelligent eye­ 
w itness m ight have w ritten it down for MI to note. 
And. of course, if G reat B ritain is ever conquered by 
the Soviet U niversal State, it will be done just about 
as this account gives it in advance. The blueprint is 
here. 
F antastic! 
Nothing is fantastic rn this changing 
w orld. W ho would ever have believed that a Japanese 
governm ent would withdraw its hospitality from an 
A m erican President at the instigation of a Chinese 
C om m unist Agitprop? 
To anyone who has lived in 
Jap an , such a prospect would have been unthinkable, 
but it happened 
Constantine Fiizgibbon's “ When the Kissing Had 
to Stop" is not beyond belief. 
And it m akes good 
reading, besides

Its m ost 
im portant buildings had been burned, and on 
Sept. 13, 1814, the B ritish fleet was preparing 
to attack Fort McHenry defending B altim ore. 
That day, F rancis Scott Roy, a W ashington 
law yer, had gone aboard the B ritish flagship 
in an effort to secu re the release of a friend 
who had been taken p riso n er. Key was not 
allowed to leave the fleet until the bom bard­ 
m ent of the fort was over. 
From a sm all A m erican vessel which had 
taken him to the flagship, Key watched the 
shelling I, through 
the 
night. 
At 
dawn on 
Septem ber 14 he saw the A m erican flag still 
waving defiantly over Fort M cHenry. At that 
m om ent, he said, his heart spoke and he asked 
him self,* "D ocs not such a country and such 
delenders of their country deserve a song?* 
He started to w rite the first w ords of 
"The Star-Spangled B anner” as the B ritish 
ended th e ir attack. On his return to B altim ore, 
he added lines to his poem . The first dated 
publication of the poem, under the title , "D e­ 
fense of Fort M cHenry” appeared Sept. 20 in 
the B altim ore P atrio t. Shortly after, the title 
was changed to "The Star-Spangled B anner.” 
The popularity of "The Star-Spangled B an n e r” 
was Im m ediate. By 
1861, it had taken first 
rank among our national songs, but it was not 
until 1931 that C ongress voted it our national 
anthem .

McHenry this year takes on added 
significance. On July 4, the new 5 0 -star flag 
will be raised there officially for the first tim e.
